Department  of  Wusic. 

The  piano  department  this  year  is 
considerably  larger  than  ever  before 
and  contains  many  earnest  and  prom- 
ising pupils.

Deaths. 

On  Tuesday,  February  27,  1900,  at 
2  a.  m.,  Mary  Etta  Galbraith  '87, 
died  at  the  home  of  her  father,  on 
Roslyn  Heights,  near  Carnegie.  After 
graduation  Miss  Galbraith  taught  in 
the  McKeesport  schools  for  four  or 
five  years  and  after  that  until  the  close 
of  the  school  term  in  1S99  in  the 
Moorhtad  school,  Pittsburg.  During 
last  summer,  Herald  readers  will 
remember,  she  was  selected  as  one  of 
the  Cooking  School  teachers  for  the 
city  of  Pittsburg.  She  began  her 
work  in  September  and  taught  until 
December  t,  when,  falling  ill  from  a 
complication  of  diseases,  she  took  her 
bed  from  which  she  never  arose.  The 
sweet  patience  which  was  one  of  the 
charms  of  her  lovely  womanhood 
marked  every  day  of  this  long  illness. 
Never  a  murmur  nor  a  complaint;  and 
although  she  knew  --he  could  not 
recover  she  was  calm  and  undisturbed.

English  and  American  girls  in  India 
has  not  filtered  through  to  you.  I 
did,  and  came  back  ingloriously  to  get 
well. 

But  back  to  the  paper  !  Really  it  has 
always  been  a  bit  of  solid  comfort.  I 
think  I  read  every  word,  sometimes 
the  advertisements  to  see  if  the  same 
people  sell  oysters  and  ice  cream — not 
on  the  same  order — if  the  Normalites 
get  their  pictures  taken  at  the  same 
place.  Then  my  mind  goes  drifting 
back  to  odds  and  ends  of  half  forgotten 
things  that  names  recall,  and  I  think 
how  I  should  like  to  be  back  in  it  all. 
Yet  the  summer  I  was  there — '93 — I 
had  a  wild  desire  to  pick  up  the  girls 
and  boys  in  the  hall  and  drop  them 
out  of  the  window — they  seemed  to 
have  appropriated  everything  that  had 
been  ours.  I  forgave  them  though 
when  I  remembered  a   shy   little    girl 


who  carefully  carried  her  Geometry 
so  every  one  could  see  the  name  when 
she  first  began  to  study  it,  and  felt  she 
had  reached  a  giddy  height  of  knowl- 
edge and  might  justly  be  proud  of  it. 

Will  it  interest  you  to  know  what  I 
am  doing  now  ?  It's  rather  a  mix- 
ture, boarding  in  a  college  settlement 
house  because  I  want  to  study  the 
work,  teaching  Astronomy  and  Physics 
an  hour  a  day  in  the  Brooklyn  Heights 
Seminary  because  when  I  came  to 
New  York  I  thought  it  wise  to  have 
something  .  in  reserve;  lecturing  on 
India  under  the  Board  of  Education  of 
New  York  and  in  schools  and  clubs; 
doing  some  literary  work— Scribner's 
will  have  an  article  soon,  that  is,  in 
the  next  five  or  six  months,  which  is 
soon  for  a  magazine — that  may  inter- 
est. You  gave  me  my  first  training 
in  that  line. 

The  lecturing  is  the  work  I  like 
best.  I  took  so  many  pictures  while 
in  India  and  saw  so  much  of  the 
country  that  it  has  an  untold  fascina- 
tion for  me  and  I  did  have  some  such 
good  times  and  some  such  funny  ones 
— funny  now  at  least. 

One's  life  grows  so  full  as  the  years 
come,  that  it  takes  many  words  to  tell 
it  all,  which    is    my  apology    for   the 
unintended  length  of  this.
